piog in like manner one inch ^ cutting both very fmooth. Then 
cicavethe root and the graft (ikewifc about one inch, and en- 
ter them into one an other, that the &p of the graft may joyo 
to the (ap of the root as much as you can. Lap the pynted 
plaoe about with a little hemp or flax-hurds; fct the root lb 
gnfred into the ground about ten or twelve inches deep, (b 
ia thejoyoti&ay be covered at leaft four inches under the 
earth , that it may not bcf bared at any time, but kept moift by 
the Earth» 

The root you graft upon , muft not be \tk than your grafts 
itisnoiacenvenience, if itis bigger; then you can joynthe 
fiip<lf the graft and root only onrone fide, it isbeftthatthe 
rootaad the graft be of the lame biguefi 3 then they will joya 
on both fides : But there is no need you Qiould be critical.

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The Roots of young trees are to be preferred before the 
roots of older trees , becaufe they will be more apt to take 
ID Tap and oourifhthe branch grafttdioto them. 

The beft roots of all, are thofc that come of keroels.which 
may be drawn at one, two or three years old, according to 
thtir growth One plant tnuft yield fcvcral Roots according 
to its bignefs; 

The Informer a0u res usjthat apyears fincehe (owed abed 
of applrikrroelsinyl/drfA, in which year he planted an Or- 
chard of Apple-trees and Pear«trecs that coft n.d.the tree* 
The Ipring following he pluckt up 40 of thofe feedlings , 
grown to the thickneTs of a fair graft, he grafted them in this 
manner of tongue- grafting, and planted them again. They 
all grew, and four of them bore fruit to perfedion that year 5 
fo that in a year and half from an applekernel he had ripe 
fruit* Four of thofe trees, bought at iid, the tree, died; 
for want of a better fupply, fourot thefc trees thus grafted 
were planted in the rooms of thofc which died. ,Thcfe four 
trees will now bear two quarters of apples uponrpiitfce ; and 
are bigger than mofl; of thofe trees amongft whiobjtfiey ftaad, 
which coft 12. d. the tree, when thefc were Kernels. He doth 
conceive, that plumbs, cherries, apricotts, peaches, and all 
forts of fruit-trees may be thus raifed j but he hath not made 
an Experiment any further then upon apples and pears.
